When Daniel was given 
the go-ahead to draw up final 
plans for the project and 
Mallery was told to advertise 
for bids, Daniel estimated the 
city hall itself would cost 
$600,00 and the first phase of 
construction would cost “about 
a million dollars." 

Cottrell said earlier one of 
the reasons his bid was so high 
was that he would have to pay 
higher than usual wages 
because federal funds are 
expected to be used to 
partially pay for the construc- 
tion. 

He said this caused the 
wages to be approximately 30 
per cent higher than on most 
jobs, 

The commission was’ ex- 
preted to make some decision 
on the complex construction 
Wednesday night.

Glades Central High School, 
Glades Correctional Institution, 
the county airport at Pahokee 
nnd an area church. 

He said the Glades center 
has obtained information from 
local businesses that projected 
growth over the next two or three 
years can be expected to be little 
because of the lack of sewerage 
nnd water facilities. 

While the ‘school had a 
1973 enrollment. of 483 students, 
most at night, and taught a total 
of 700 students in all programs, 
the college can only expect 
approximately 600 students by 
the 1976-77 school year. 

The overall projection by 
1980, he said, is expected to be 40 
por certt and bye chat time, the 
Glüdes center can expect to have 
some 800 academic students and 
300-400 enrolled in non-credit 
‘courses.

And it was only part of what 
happened during a long-planned and 
anticipated hiking expedition to the 
Philmont Scout Ranch near Cimarron, 
N.M. 2 

Tt was literally a trip to the high 
country, starting off at higher than 
7.000 feet in the rugged Sangre de 
Cristo Mountains of Northeast New 
Mexico and climbing higher than 
10,400 feet at one point. 

"They say you take boys to 
Philmont and bring back men," Troop 
Scoutmaster Robert Fincannon, who 
was one of three advisors along on the 
trip, said, “апа after making the trip, I 
can believe it.” 

Fincannon said this was the 
first time a troop from Belle Glade had 
made a trip to the “Scouting Paradise” 
and the first time any of the scouts 
and scouters, except for Assistant 
Scoutmaster Jimmy Griffis of West 
Palm Beach, had gone. 

He said the scouts had ‘little 
trouble with the rarified air at the high 
altitudes and he and Tour Director 
Frank Teets, who he said arranged all 
the travel and housing for the group, 
were accustomed to the heights within 
two days.

But before the hike was over, 
the scouts and scouters had hiked 
‘through 60 miles of mountains, “and 
about 75 miles by the time уди count 
all the side trips.” 

During the hike, Fincannon sai 
the scouts fished for and caught 
mountain trout, after trying their own 
flies, went through a Jicarilla Apache 
sweat lodge, made arrows after first 
chipping the flints, ground corn 
Apache style, fired a black powder 
muzzle loading Pennsylvanian rifle, 
panned for gold, toured a gold mine, 
raced with burros and went rock 
climbing. 

Between these programmed 
events, the “hikers enjoyed a chuck 
wagon dinner, saw the remains of a 
wrecked airplane which went down 
during World War II, learned pioneer 
lore in the Foxfire tradition and wolfed 
down a spicy Mexican dinner. 

The rock climb came on the 
llth day of the trek and Fincannon 
said it wasn't too bad but the worst 
part was beginning the climb back 
down, rappelling down the sheer sides 
of the rock. 

"On that first step," he said, 
“you hold on to the rope and when you

inside a lodge where water is poured 
over hot rocks to bring out the sweat. 

""Then, when you come out," he 
said, “the others threw buckets of cold 
water on you. I came out running but 
they still hit me with the cold water.” 

Fincannon said the hikers 
renewed their food supply every three 
days from food pickup points, He said 
the packs carried on the trek weighed 
from 32 to 38 pounds and bear bags 
had to be strung up from trees every 
night. 

“We would put in all the food, 
toothbrush, soap and things in a 
croker sack," he said, "and hang it 
from a rope at least 20 feet off the 
ground. It was best to hang the bag 
between two trees.” 

He said bears are one of the 
drawing cards at Philmont but the 
boys saw only one bear during their 
stay in the mountains. "Everybody 
ran over to where he was," Fincannon 
said, “and he took off. They probably 
scared him half to death.” 

Although most people think of 
New Mexico as being hot in the 
summer, Fincannon said the altitude 
kept the temperature, "in the 70's 
during the day, and it got chilly at 
night.” 

Following their 13-day jaunt 
through the Sangre de Cristo the troop 
visited Ft. Carson, Colo. and Lowry 
AFB, just outside of Denver. 

It was while they were at Ft. 
Carson that the scouts took a side trip 
to Pike's Peak and the Garden of the 
Gods and ran into а snow flufry. 

“It snowed enough to stick and 
the boys had a snowball fight,” 
Fincannon said. 


Fincannon was quick to point 
out that while he, Teets and Griffis 
were along, the members of the troop 
fell under the leadership of Paul 
Orsenigo, the senior patrol leader 
acting as crew leader. 

"Mostly," he « "we three 
adults just kept our mouths shut and 
let him handle things. You can't give 
Paul and the others enough credit.” 

Other members of Troop 621 
making the trek were Jjmmy 
Chamblee, Mike Fincannon, Danny 
Kirchman, Lee Luce, Charles Schiele, 
Steve Síegler, David and Jim Teets.
